The Pay of School-Teachers 


NO ARGUMENT whatever ‘is necessary,’ in discussing 
the matter with the newspaper-reading public in ‘the 
United States, to elicit the admission that. fundamen- 
tally, the public school has proved itself the chief ally and 
bulwark of the free government which has been enjoved 
since the republic was established. I’ducation.for the 
masses has proved the sateguard against all revolutionary 
tendencies, of serious proportions, up to the present time, 
and there is-‘no reason to doubt that its continuance, ov 
an even» broader ‘and more comprehensive scale than 
heretofore, promises more for the continued stability 6f 
genuine democracy than any ef the political or industrial 
theories concerning which so much is now heard in al! 
parts ot the world. Americanization, in the past, has 
been the work of the public school and the public-schoo! 
teacher, and the call for a continuance of that work is 
more insistent today than ever before. In the larger 
coastal cities, on both the Atlantic and Pacific shores, 
where the percentage of alien p ypulation is largest, the 
demands upon the public schoois have increased, in rece nt 
years, very greatly. [he same problem is presented, 1 
less degree, perhaps, In every community of consider she 
size in the United States. What is being done to meet 
this increasing demand upon the public-school system of 
the country? Really, it would seem, less than nothing 
at all. Recent estimates made ky the Bureau of Educa- 
tion of the United States, based on nation-wide surveys 
and investigation, show that there were at least 50,000 
vacancies in the teaching force of the public schools of 
ihe country at the opening of the present school year. [n 
addition to these vacancies, which caused the complete 
closing of many schools and schoolrooms, it was esti- 
mated that there were at least 120,000 untrained and 
inexperienced persons who had been placed in teaching 
posit IONS Ss imply In order to prevent schools trom being 
closed. 

While the conditions revealed by the foregoing esti 
nate are serious enough to arrest the attention of all per 
sons who are at all concerned in the welfare of the public- 
school system at the present time, it seems reasonable to 
assume that they indicate a vastly more serious condition 
Of attairs for the future, unless steps shall be taken at once 
to correct the tendency now all too apparent. ‘The fact is, 
as all must admit, a the profession or vocation of the 
public-school «teacher, under present industrial and eco- 
nomic conditions, * not, economically considered, at- 
Hundreds of thousands of trained and capable 
teaching their life 
lately qualified to enter suc- 
cessfully any occupation, are today 
continuing their work in the public scltools in spite of the 
fact that they are not being paid a fair living wage. So 
jong as these experienced teachers feel themselves forced, 
because of cjrcumstances, to continue in their chosen 
work, perhaps disaster to the public-school system as a 
whole can be averted. But their work will not continue 
indefinitely. This fact cannot, of course, be denied. 
Neither can there be recruited from the ranks of seasoned 
teachers the instructors for the thousands of new schools 
being established to provide for the increasing number of 
native and alien pupils of school age in all sections. 

There recently was made public the result of investi- 
gations carried on by the secretary of t the I}llinois State 
‘Teac hers Associ. ation, shownig that the average imwonthiy

THE warning uttered by the Hon. A. E. Planta in the 
Canadian Senate, recently, to the effect that the govern- 
ment might find itself considerably hampered in its pres 
ent ettorts to arrive at‘a solution of t the labor problem in 
the COUNTEY by the activities of ‘foreign agencies is 
deserving of careful attention. - The Canadian Govern- 
ment, as was shown in the recent statement on the subject 
in the Senate by Senator Gideon Robertson, the Minister 
of Labor, is adopting the broadest and most. energetic 
measures in dealing with. this problem, and has recently 
appointed a commission, composed of representatives of 
the emplovers and the et nploved, to investigate the whole 
question. This commission, it will be remembered, 1s to 
proceed to all the chief centers of industry, to get all tne 
facts, and, befofe May 15, te let the government have its 
recommendation as to what should be done in the interests 
of alk concerned. | 

Now the one thing that the extreme wing of the Labor 
world desires*to prevent, at all costs, is anything in the 
nature of a coming together of Labor and Capital. The 
Bolshevik, the Q©ne-Big-Unionist, the revolutionary 
Socialist, whatever his stvle and title, is well aware that 
any meeting betwéen Capital and Labor, wherein both 
sides are actuated by a desire, no matter how slight, to 
come to an understanding; is almost sure to bring sich an 
understanding about.

So do Panama, and Jamaica, and the 
CGsulf states of the American Union. <And vet, there 
is other sugar than that which comes from cane or 
beet-root, a sugar that knows nothing of the plowed 
fields of the one or the boundless low-lying jungles 
of the other, a sugar that has in it the wondrous quali- 
ties of the maple tree, and that is harvested up and down 
and across the snow-clad hillsides of a land that is rugged 
with recurring granite and winter. 

Or course acu sugar has a character al! its own. 
Say that it has sweetness, to be sure, but add that this 
sweetness is refined with an exquisite flavor, and that 
flavor so delicate as to be almost an aroma, a reminiscence 
of the sweet silence of the woods, of the clear fresh 
breath of April in the hills, of the purity of mountain 
brooks, of the sunshine that turns back the*snow blankets 
from beds of moss. Sugar such as this, once tasted 
its purity, is never forgotten; and perhaps there is nothing 
strange in the fact that it cannot be wholly commercial- 
ized, in the same sense that staple sugar becomes a mere 
nhiatter oO f business” Maple sugar tnakes ifs ee a 
mn the P Ops, to be sure, but only tor a-brief period 1 
early Spring ; before one realizes that it 
more, it has disappeared.» And so this 
fleeting presence tends to send ones thoughts back to 
the woods and hills. “Maple sugar time’ means that the 
sap is xunning, that snows are melting, that brooks are 
flowing full eats ‘free. These things are. what one has 
“tn the back of his he id” when he sees maple sugar in 
the shops, seid whale he realizes it or not he buys it, 
not as a commodity, but as an experience. Perhaps he 
sees again some well-remembered “su; gar bush,” with 
weather-stained sugar house lke a great gray rock amidst 
the gray trunks of the maples; buckets hanging from 
slowly dripping spouts upon all the trees: a man splitting 
wood to keep the fire gSing, and the sap bailing in the 
sugar-house pans; and, off through the grove, “another 
man, with horse and sled, busily emptving the sap from 
the buckets into barrels, and bringing it in, to be boiled 
and “sugared off.” —.\ purchaser with such memories, no 
doubt, accepts the creamy brown cakes handed over by 
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the shopkeeper with some sense 
He might almost be said: to buy 
people buy violets. 

And can it be the sugar that 
so well beloved? ‘At all. events there 
friendly sweetness in the whole maple 
stricted to the so-called sugar maple alon 
the great botanist Linnzus. making the 
that have served as basis tor Datan stud we the 
l-ighteenth Century, fixed acer sacc 
guishing name for a maple tree that would yield sugar 
he seems to have hit upon what is now knowrr as the 
silver maple. Those who are wise in respect to trees 
he never saw the true.sugar maple at all. And. so 
farmer of the hill country, who is wiling to keep the 
sugar-house fires going for a fortnight or so while the 
winter snows are melting, mav turn to bi: ick maple, silver 
maple, or sugar maple and receive his reward 
even the citv b Vv, learning to recognize the shade trees 
of the outlving streets or small parks as maples, and 
querying Within himself whether these ready at hand 
are ot the sort to give him sugar, need only learn to drive e 
a spigot lightly through the bark, hang a bucket, and be! 
down the silvery drippiggs, and im most cases he will 
have his home-made answer of amber sweetness.

That was. long before the Gothic period of the 
Middle .\ges, which enriched the bell with decorations of 
silver. It remained in the keeping of the comarb, or 
head of the clan to which St. Senan belonged, till the 
later Sixteenth Century, when it passed into other hands, 
and so at length reaches what seems to be thé destination 
of nearly all antique objects, the auction room, from 
which they pass into the possession of some: modern 
collector. .
